an overwhelming majority, 
voting for the campaign 
group to continue with the 
aim to restore the Three 
Cups to its former glory as 
a heritage hotel. 

Only two speakers spoke 
in favour of the scheme 
put forward by owners 
Palmers Brewery, includ¬ 
ing district councillor 
Daryl Turner. 

After the meeting, the 
chairman of the Save the 
Three Cups as a Hotel 
group, John Dover, said: 
’’The meeting was an im¬ 
portant milestone in our 
campaign. We needed to 
know what people really 
felt and what they wanted 
us to do. And they left us 


in no doubt that they 
wanted us to continue.” 

Mr Dover said he was 
sorry the owners of the 
hotel, Palmers brewery, 
were not represented at the 
meeting by management 
figures, but was pleased 
the company’s public rela¬ 
tions head Sara Hudston 
had attended as an ob¬ 
server. 

Mr Dover criticised the 
brewery and councillors 
who are members of a 
working party for not shar¬ 
ing information about their 
meetings. 

“We have heard nothing 
from this working party 
and it seems even the 
councillors are not sharing

significant number of hotel beds had been lost to the town 
as hotels were turned into apartments. He said the town 
had to face a future where it must look to itself.” 

Another speaker, Andrew Townsend, visited Lyme 
Regis six years ago to take tea at the Three Cups because 
he read that JRR Tolkien had stayed there. When he dis¬ 
covered then it had been closed for some 14 years he 
decided to campaign for its re-opening. 

Michael Turner, a criminal QC with a home in Toller 
Porcorum, challenged claims that the instability of land 
was one reason why no work had been carried out on the

Three Cups for 20 years. He referred to an article in the 
current issue of Geoscientist, the magazine of the Geo¬ 
graphical Society of London, written by two Dorset men, 
Dr Bruce Menzies, a world renowned geophysicist and 
Geoff Davis, a leading engineering geologist. 

Mr Turner said the authors revealed that the so-called 
Lucy Ledge Fault did not affect the stability of the Three 
Cups and should not have prevented a single day’s work 
on the site over the past 20 years. 

Mr Turner told the meeting:”You know there are buyers 
out there who would preserve the integrity of the site and 
give the community back what it wants - a hotel.” 

Janet Page, West Dorset District councillor for Beamin- 
ster ward, where Palmers own the former White Hart 
Hotel, said it was closed six years ago and became dilap¬ 
idated. But work had now been carried out on the site. 
She urged Lyme Regis residents to be very wary of 
change of use. 

“Please fight for it is my message. The Three Cups 
needs a caring owner,” she said. 

West Dorset MP Oliver Letwin said Lyme Regis needed 
to consider the balance of advantage. He asked whether 
the aim was to fight all the way or accept a quasi-hotel. 

“Do you get a better result by sticking it out or by com¬ 
promising?” he asked. 

Mr Letwin said that if the mandate was to push all the 
way it would be his duty as the local MP to press for the 
result. But he said it was a risk. “If you don’t insist you 
might be able to negotiate further along the way.” 

Sue Farrant, former Liberal Democrat parliamentary 
candidate, said that three Palmers properties, The White 


Hart, the Old Swan and the Three Cups had something 
in common...’’inaction, incompetence and insanity”. 

She said it was insanity that the Three Cups had stood 
empty for two decades and added that West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council did not “come out of this smelling of roses”. 

“I say you fight on. Go for it, fight for what you believe 
in and take the risk.” 

District and town councillor Daryl Turner was almost 
a lone voice in saying he was impressed with Palmers 
plans. The option that included beach hut-style accom¬ 
modation would provide more bed spaces for Lyme 
Regis. 

He suggested the campaign group could buy an apart¬ 
ment for literary events, and also favoured a town refer¬ 
endum on the issue. 

Commenting on the result of the meeting, John Palmer, 
managing director of Palmers Brewery, said: “Approxi¬ 
mately twice as many people came to Palmers' recent 
public consultation as attended the Save The Three Cups 
as a Hotel meeting. 

“At our consultation, we received a strongly positive 
response to plans to revitalise the site, including letting 
rooms with a new restaurant. 

“In the light of this feedback, we are continuing to con¬ 
sult widely to develop a more detailed version of the let¬ 
ting room plans for a second public consultation in a few 
months. 

“The plans we presented at the first public consultation 
are available for public view at http://thethreecups.word- 
press.com and we will be keeping the website updated 
with all developments as they occur.”

Alex is out of intensive care 


LYME Regis crash victim Alex Quan- 
Yat-Koon, whose legs were crushed 
when a Royal Mail van careered into 
the Mariners Hotel, is out of intensive 
care and making good prpgress. 

A member of Mr Quan-Yat-Koon’s 
family said the Alex was now off a life 
support machine and was moved out 
of intensive care at the Royal Devon 
and Exeter Hospital on Monday 
evening. 

“It’s remarkable,” said Mr Simon 
Alexander, Mr Quan-Yat-Koon’s 
brother-in-law. 

“He is conscious, talking and pretty 
well remembers everything.” 

Mr Quan-Yat-Koon lost a leg in the 
crash and surgeons have been fighting 
to save his other leg. 


“Alex underwent more surgery on 
Monday for six hours and the sur¬ 
geons seem reasonably happy. It is 
now a waiting game.” 

Mr Quan-Yat-Koon’s family, includ¬ 
ing his mother and father, who have 
flown over from the Seychelles to be at 
their son’s bedside, have been visiting 
him every day. 

Mr Quan-Yat-Koon was airlifted to 
Exeter hospital after receiving treat¬ 
ment at the scene of the crash by local 
GP, Dr Forbes Watson. 

The crash happened after the Royal 
Mail van collided with a trailer being 
towed by a 4 x 4 vehicle. 

The van driver from Bournemouth 
was also airlifted to hospital with back 
injuries but later discharged.

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Councillors' concern 
over £60,000 payment 
for young people's club

TOWN councillors have 
joined a growing body of 
people in Lyme Regis to 
express their concern that 
the development trust had 
to buy the former young 
people’s club in Church 
Street to establish a youth 
club for the town. 

The trust has bought the 
premises in Church Street 
from the club for young 
people trustees for 


£60,000 following a dona¬ 
tion for that amount from 
Dorset County Council. 

The money will stay in 
the town as the trustees are 
planning to invest the pro¬ 
ceeds from the sale and 
make grants to worthy 
youth projects. 

Councillors have been 


told, however, that efforts 
are being made to get the 
money back. 

At a meeting of the 
Community Development 
Partnership Committee, 
district councilor Daryl 
Turner, whose parents 
worked hard to raise 
money to buy the former 


church hall for a boys club, 
asked whether it would be 
possible to get the £60,000 
back. 

Councillor Turner 
pointed out that local peo¬ 
ple raised most of the 
money to buy the building 
in the first place. 

Committee chairman 
Stan Williams supported 
Councillor Turner, saying 
it was “really wrong” that 
the money went anywhere 
other than into the new 
youth club. 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell informed the meeting 
that she understood that 
“some people are looking 
into it”. 

She also revealed that 
there was £8,000 left from 
the £10,000, held by the 
trustees, from a non-re¬ 
turnable deposit from a po¬ 
tential buyer of the 
building. 

Councillor Turner asked 
whether they could estab¬ 
lish the trustees’ intentions. 

Councillor Williams: 
“My information is that 
this is in hand. We need to 
be sure everything is being 
done.” 

♦ It is unlikely that the 
youth club will open for 
several months as a thor¬ 
ough survey of the build¬ 
ing has to be completed 
and an estimated £250,000 
raised for repairs and refor- 
bishment.

'No Excuse' campaign 
saving lives in Dorset 


THE “No Excuse” road safety project, 
launched by Dorset County Council, is 
reducing the number of road casualties in 
the county, Lyme Regis town councillors 
have been told. 

Reporting on the campaign at the last 
full meeting of Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil, county councillor Colonel Geoffery 
Brierley reported that there were 103 
people killed or seriously injured on 
Dorset roads in the first six months of 
2010 - a 16 per cent reduction over the 
same period in 2009. 

When compared with the average for 
the same period over the last three years, 
the reduction was even more significant 
- down 21 per cent. 

Colonel Brierley said the latest police 
statistics revealed that almost 12,000 
driving offences had been detected by 
the “No Excuse” enforcement team since 
the project was launched in mid-January. 
Seat belt offences represented 21 per 
cent of this figure with a further ten per 


cent related to mobile phone users. 

More than three quarters of the of¬ 
fences processed were eligible for an ed¬ 
ucational referral option instead on 
points or a penalty fine. 

Public awareness of the “No Excuse” 
brand and its association with road safety 
and additional traffic enforcement 
reached a record 87 per cent in early Au¬ 
gust. 

Colonel Brierley told the Lyme coun¬ 
cillors that the campaign was so success¬ 
ful they intended to run it again next 
year. 

“One of the plus sides is that the police 
are more visible,” he commented. 

He said the government wanted to do 
away with fixed speeding cameras so 
there would be no more funding for cam¬ 
eras in Dorset. 

The replacement camera at Chideock, 
necessary because the previous one was 
set on fire, had cost £48,000.

Lyme to go white at night 
in new lighting scheme 


LYME Regis will be going white at night. 
All the street lights in the town are to be 
replaced by Southern Electric Contracting 
Limited in partnership by Dorset County 
Council and financed by a government 
private finance initiative. 

Apart from have new slim-line lamp 
standards, the town will also be illumi¬ 
nated at night in a white light, considered 
to be less obtrusive than the current or¬ 
ange glow. 

The work installing the new lamp stan¬ 
dards will be carried out from January and 
should be completed before Easter, town 
councillors were told when they received 
a presentation from South Electricity rep¬ 
resentatives. 

The Lyme scheme is part of a county¬ 
wide programme to meet new standards 
for a better quality of lighting. 

Electricity workers will be replacing be¬ 
tween 250 to 300 lampposts in Lyme 
Regis at the rate of 50 a day when the 
work commences, working seven days a 
week. 

It is possible that additional lighting 
units may be installed to cover any “black 
points” in the current lighting. 

Bulkhead lights (those fitted to build¬ 


ings) will also be replaced but if the town 
council wants additional lights they will 
have to pay for them. 

The new lamp standards will be grey in 
colour and have a “retro” look. 

District councillor Daryl Turner told 
councillors that the new lampposts would 
be similar to the one installed at the bot¬ 
tom of North Avenue to replace the one 
which was damaged by a runaway vehicle 
during last winter’s icy conditions. 

The Southern Electricity representatives 
were asked whether there would be a new 
light installed on the path between Char- 
mouth Road and Summerhill Road but 
replied that the town council would have 
to pay for this if it was deemed necessary. 

At last Wednesday’s meeting of the 
council’s Strategy and Policy Committee 
it was agreed to set up a sub-committee, 
to be chaired by Councillor Lorna Jenkin, 
to identify sites where improved lighting 
was necessary. 

Heritage style lamps on property owned 
or managed by the town council within 
the conservation area, such as the Guild¬ 
hall and the public garden in George’s 
Square, will have to be funded by the 
council.

S HE is known as the

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Council loan to help 
FC finish clubhouse 


TOWN councillors have 
sanctioned a £20,000 in¬ 
terest free loan to enable 
Lyme Regis Football Club 
to complete its clubhouse 
extension. 

As part of its 125th an¬ 
niversary celebrations, the 
club has embarked on a 
major refurbishment proj¬ 
ect which will see the con¬ 
struction of enlarged 
changing accommodation 
to bring the Davey Fort fa¬ 
cilities up to Football As¬ 
sociation standards. 

At the same time, club 
members have created a 
new kitchen and are ex¬ 


tending the clubhouse so¬ 
cial facilities to increase 
revenue in the future. 

All the work is being 
carried out by players and 
members but the project 
hit serious drainage prob¬ 
lems which resulted in the 
cost escalating to over 
£60,000. 

The club has raised 
nearly £40,000 through 
fundraising efforts, grants 
and donations and ap¬ 
proached the council for 
the loan so that they could 
complete the project and 
start playing home games 
again. 


So far this season all 
three Lyme teams have 
had to play all their games 
away from home, a posi¬ 
tion which the Perry Street 
League will not allow to 
continue much longer. 

That means the club will 
have to invest in tempo¬ 
rary showers and dressing 
room accommodation 
until the building work is 
completed, hopefully by 
the end of the year. 

Life-member Philip 
Evans, representing club 
chairman Howard Lar- 
combe, who was on holi¬ 
day, presented full 


costings to the council at 
last week’s special council 
meeting. 

Mr Evans acknowledged 
the council’s generosity in 
approving grant aid and 
other funding to the tune 
of £12,000. 

Councillor David Coz¬ 
ens MBE, also a life mem¬ 
ber, commended the 
scheme to the council, 
stressing how hard club 
members were working to 
finish the building work 
under difficult circum¬ 
stances. 

He said the club did a 
good job for young play¬ 


ers but the project also pro¬ 
vided a “wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity” to help the “in 
between group” for which 
there was little provision in 
the town. 

The loan request was also 
supported by Councillor 
Sally Holman who de¬ 
scribed the football club as 
“a wonderful example of 
Lyme at its best”. 

Strategy and Policy 
Committee chairman 
Owen Lovell said no one 
denied the sucess of the 
football club but they had 
to be mindful of protecting 
the public finances. 

They had to be sure that 
the football club would be 
in a position to repay the 
loan and that their full 
committee were all fully 
aware of the terms. 

The council voted unani¬ 
mously in favour of the in¬ 
terest free loan, to be 
repaid over 24 months as 
from January of next year. 

Building 
work at 
Largigi 
House 

IN a recent issue of the 
View from Lyme Regis we 
reported on a discussion 
at Lyme Regis Town 
Council Planning Com- 
mitteee on the new plan¬ 
ning application 
submitted for the con¬ 
struction of Largigi, a 
restaurant with house 
above, on the Marine Pa¬ 
rade. 

In that story councillors 
were quoted as saying a 
new application was nec¬ 
essary, despite the build¬ 
ing being constructed up 
to roof level, because 
there was a problem with 
levels. 

Building contractor 
Hansford Construction 
has asked us to point out 
that the levels and con¬ 
struction at the develop¬ 
ment are correct to the 
plans, adding: “Contrac¬ 
tors can only work to the 
plans of the architect and 
client.” 

The statement from the 
company also points out 
that due to the “very un¬ 
stable” ground conditions, 
the construction work has 
at all times been moni¬ 
tored by building control 
and the design engineers, 
as well as West Dorset 
District Council’s engi¬ 
neering department.

LYME Regis RNLI lifeboat was launched on Monday 
morning to resume the search for a man reported missing 
on Sunday. 

Portland coastguard requested the launch at 10.27am 
and once again the lifeboat searched the coast from All¬ 
hallows to Beer Head, concentrating on the Seaton Hole 
area. 

The independent Sidmouth rescue boat and a police hel¬ 
icopter also joined the search, but nothing was found.The 
Lyme Regis lifeboat returned after extensive searches had 
been carried out during nearly three hours at sea.

■ FEARS OVER COUNTYWIDE POLICY

TOWN councillors in 
Lyme Regis are anxious to 
ensure that a countywide 
review of how social hous¬ 
ing in Dorset is allocated 
does not mean fewer 
houses for local people. 

At a recent meeting of 
the Community Develop¬ 
ment Partnership Commit¬ 
tee members were told that 
there was a proposal for all 
eight Dorset districts to 
join together for one hous¬ 
ing allocations policy. 

In an email to the com¬ 
mittee, Wendy Davies, 
chairman of Lyme Regis 
Development Trust, said: 
“I cannot help but believe 
that this will increase the 
number of ‘emergencies’ 
who might take priority al¬ 
location. 

“I think it is important 
that the council responds to 
the consultation before No¬ 
vember 5th, stressing the 
rarity of housing, espe¬ 
cially family housing, be¬ 
coming available in Lyme 
and that it is crucial, al¬ 
though not technically 
‘rural’ we continue to ben¬ 
efit from the current ‘local 
to Lyme Regis’ allocation 


policy.” Mrs Davies told 
the committee that West 
Dorset District Council 
had already admitted that 
they might have made a 
mistake on one vacancy 
last December when an of¬ 
ficer was on leave and 
failed to take on board the 
need for a Lyme Regis 
connection when a Brid- 
port family was put for¬ 
ward. 

She added: “They have 
apologised if this was the 
case and are taking it for¬ 
ward as a training issue. “ 

She said she was also 
taking up reports of three 


allocations to people with 
no Lyme Regis connec¬ 
tion. 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Michaela Ellis, said they 
needed to keep local 
houses for local people. 

Committee chairman 
Stan Williams said that in 
local youngsters being de¬ 
prived of local housing, 
Lyme came out very badly. 

District councillor Daryl 
Turner said the definition 
of “local” could mean any¬ 
one from anywhere in 
Dorset. 

Councillor Williams: 
“My view on this is very 


strong. To keep our com¬ 
munity going we have got 
to keep our youngsters.” 

Councillor Ellis said 
there were examples of 
local people being offered 
houses out of town. 

Councillor Turner: 
“Local is the key. If you 
get local right you have 
cracked it.” 

Councillor Williams 
agreed there were exam¬ 
ples of people with no 
connection with Lyme get¬ 
ting a house in the town. 

“To me that’s exception¬ 
ally sad,” he added. 

It was agreed to push for 
Lyme houses for Lyme 
people. 


Dogs'polluting'Lyme river 


DOGS playing in the River Lym were 
polluting bathing water in Lyme 
Regis, according to Councillor David 
Cozens MBE. 

He told last week's Strategy and 
Policy Committee that some owners 
encouraged their dogs to go into 
the river and this was not helping to 


maintain high standrards of water 
quality. 

Councillor Ken Meech disagreed. 
He did not think"little dogs playing 
in the river" had any affect. 

Councillor Sally Holman com¬ 
mented: "Dogs go into the water to 
play, not to poo."

A keen Rotarian, Peter has been a governor at the 
Woodroffe for about 20 years and has served as chair¬ 
man of the premises committee and chairman of fi¬ 
nance, a role he will continue to perform.

I share Daryl’s view 
and I applaud him for 
having the courage to 
express his views, 
knowing full well he 
would be shouted down.

■ LAST week’s Lyme 
Matters about the demise 
of the Standards Board ad¬ 
vised us that someone had 
called our town council 
‘appalling’. As I have been 
asked, I would like to clar¬ 
ify that this was not me. 

I admire anyone who is 
willing to stand for elec¬ 
tion, attend the long meet¬ 
ings, and face up to the 
responsibility of becoming 
a focus of often heated 
public debate and some¬ 
times personalised criti¬ 
cism. 

Of course, that also 
brings power, and we all 
know that power can be 
abused in ways that fall 
short of corruption. As I 
understand it, the Stan¬ 
dards Board was set up to

But, without wanting 
to revisit any underlying 
issues, I would like to go 
on record as saying that 
the Standards Board 
process was very largely 
unsatisfactory to everyone 
who was involved, even 
when it upheld a com¬ 
plaint. 

Having been all the way 
through it once, carrying 
the official and rather 
derogatory label of “com¬ 
plainant”, and having soon 
after been on the precipice 
of being drawn back into it 
a second time, I stopped 


recommending contacting 
the Standards Board, to 
anyone who asked my ad¬ 
vice, several years ago. 

My conclusion was, and 
is, that there must be better 
ways of providing checks 
and balances to power for 
those who cannot afford 
lawyers’ services. 

I have no idea whether 
the new system, involving 
the Local Government 
Ombudsman, will help. 
My guess is that it hasn’t 
yet been thought through 
carefully. 

Our national constitution 
is to “have a go” and “try 


again” when it doesn’t 
work. 

Dare I say it, in this town 
that so overtly shuns polit¬ 
ical organisation in the 
conduct of its community 
affairs? 

But organised systems of 
“government” and “con¬ 
structive, loyal opposi¬ 
tion” are probably the best 
that hundreds of years of 
imperfect democracy have 
come up with for conduct¬ 
ing the public’s business. 
That, and a free press. 

Sadly, it won’t be possi¬ 
ble for me to join them, 
but I wish everyone who 


chooses to stand for our 
town council in the spring 
elections all the very best. 

I reserve the right to dis¬ 
agree with them, but I take 
my hat off to them. As I do 
to those who have gone 
before. 

Imperfect they most cer¬ 
tainly are, but they are the 
champions and heroes of 
democracy ... until some¬ 
one else defeats them at 
the polls.

A sorry tale of filling in potholes 


■ I WROTE a letter to the View 
From Lyme Regis in the early weeks 
of 2010 describing how I had wit¬ 
nessed a West Dorset Council road 
sweeping vehicle gathering up grit 
and salt that had recently been de¬ 
posited on the road by one if its 
county colleagues. I was foolish 
enough to hope that it had been read 
by the right people and that a differ¬ 
ent mindset would obtain in the halls 
of power. 

Seemingly I was over optimistic. 
As most will realise and understand, 
the extreme weather of the early part 
of the year caused holes to appear in 
both local roads and pavements and 
these, although not particularly haz¬ 
ardous, obviously needed repairing. 

A couple of weeks ago two men 
arrived in the road nearby. They 
came complete with a vehicle and 


had the wherewithal to effect these 
repairs. There were two holes, lo¬ 
cated less than five yards apart. They 
repaired just one and were preparing 
to depart when a neighbour ap¬ 
proached them and proceeded to wax 
rather eloquent. 

His remonstrations initially came 
to nought and were met with the re¬ 
sponse “That one’s not on our list”. 
He continued his invective and even¬ 
tually the second hole was repaired 
with the workers admitting in pass¬ 
ing “There are some 20 holes in Tal¬ 
bot Road and we’ve mended two”. 

I see that there are another couple 
of council workers, complete with 
vehicle and accoutrements, repairing 
holes around the comer as I write. 

All this begs the question: why 
have these holes, circled as they are 
with white paint, ended up on differ¬ 


ent lists? Is it possible that they are 
graded as to degrees of difficulty or 
are the larger holes allocated to one 
team, while the less experienced 
labour on the smaller ones? If not, 
why are not workers just instructed 
to “go and do Railway Cuttings”, or 
wherever? 

On a serious note, and nationally 
speaking, we are about to be sub¬ 
jected to some pretty severe cuts in 
public services if the newscasters are 
to be believed. No doubt the public 
sector will be screaming that they are 
already pared to the bone financially. 
I would take issue with that, for it ap¬ 
pears that there are economies that 
can be made, certainly in one depart¬ 
ment that I know of.

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Town councilllors 
asked to consider 
drawing expenses

TOWN councillors in 
Lyme Regis have been 
asked to consider taking 
an allowance for attending 
meetings. 

West Dorset District 
Council wrote to the town 
asking if they would be 
seeking allowances after 
the May 2011 elections. 

It is open to each council 
to decide whether its 
members receive al¬ 
lowances but to date Lyme 
Regis councillors have 
chosen not to do so. 

District councillors get a 
one-off payment of £4,800 
every year plus travelling 
expenses and a pension 
scheme. 

The matter went before 
last week’s meeting of the 
town council’s Strategy 
and Policy Committee 
when chairman Owen 
Lovell, a former district 
councillor, commented: “I 
do not think we should be 
paid for what we are 
doing.” 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin 
said they did not know 
what the make-up of the 
council would be after the 
elections next May and 
having a small allowance 
might encourage more 
people in employment to 
put themselves forward. 

“It could make all the 


difference whether people 
stand or not,” she said. “It 
would be beneficial to 
offer a small amount even 
is 90 per cent of us do not 
claim it.” 

The council’s youngest 
member, Lucy Campbell, 
said she was in favour of 
being able to claim al¬ 
lowances, pointing out 
that Bridport town coun¬ 
cillors did, although she 
recognised that other 
parish councils in the area 
did not. 

Beneficial 

Councillor Campbell 
thought an allowance 
might encourage more 
young or single parents to 
stand for council, adding: 
“It does not need to be that 
much. A small sum would 
be beneficial to a lot of 
people.” 

Councillor Peter 

Williams opposed the 
move, saying that he saw 
no reason why councillors 
should be paid. 

Councillor David Coz¬ 
ens MBE said that if they 
did not claim allowances 
people could not say they 
served on the council for 
the wrong reasons. 

The Mayor Councillor 


Michaela Ellis, a young 
mother, was also opposed 
to allowances. She said a 
lot of single parents shared 
child care. 

“I struggle sometimes 
but I do manage to find 
people to do it for me. If 
people really want to be 
here they would make a 
point of being here,” she 
added. 

Councillor Lovell asked 
whether they could make 
a decision when the new 
council was elected. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
said the district council 
wanted a clear indication 
before next May’s elec¬ 
tions. That indication was 
needed by the end of No¬ 
vember. 

Councillor Lovell: “Per- 
onally I am against al¬ 
lowances.” 

Councillor Ellis: “If we 
are going to pay al¬ 
lowances we need to know 
how much to budget for.” 

Councillor Ken Meech: 
“How will we know?” 

It was agreed that the 
town clerk would seek fur¬ 
ther clarification from the 
district council over 
whether the new council 
could make the decision.

THE Club for Young Peo¬ 
ple in Lyme Regis is com¬ 
ing back to life and is 
looking for a new name 
and identity. 

Since the Lyme Regis 
Development Trust pur¬ 
chased the Club for Young 
People in Church Street, 
progress toward develop¬ 
ing a new youth club is 
ramping up and people are 
working hard to get the 
doors open in 2011 

Exactly when this will be 
is hard to predict, as the es¬ 
timated restoration and re¬ 
furbishment costs are 
around £250,000. 

An open day is being 
planned for December, 
providing the first chance 
since the Development 
Trust bought the building. 
The public will be invited 
to see the meeting as it 
stands, to look at what 
needs doing, help with 
fundraising and impor¬ 
tantly provide an opportu¬ 
nity for people to express 
an interest and help shape 
the club’s future.

with people and trying to 
problem solve and trying 
to find out the cause of 
symptoms, rather than 
treat the symptom; I try 
to dig down under and 
find the cause,” she said. 

“If I cannot find out 
through the VEGA test 
then I need to look fur¬ 
ther to find the cause. It’s 
a complete holistic ap¬ 
proach to individual 
health issues really, and 
that can be a combination 
of emotional and physi¬ 
cal issues.” 

Abbigail explained the 
process by which she 
treats a patient: “First 
they come to me with a 
problem, then we usually 
discuss the range of 
symptoms, they may not 
be connected; for exam¬ 
ple they could come in 
with a headache which 
may be linked with irrita¬ 
ble bowel syndrome. 

“I ask when the 
headaches happen to try 
and find out whether it’s 
connected with food, if it 
happens when they eat, 
for example, and see 
what else the headache 
links in with. 

“Then we would look 
at dates and any possible 
link with food allergy or 
food sensitivity. I’m not 
just treating the symp¬ 
toms of headache. It’s 
like to trying to piece to¬ 
gether a jigsaw puzzle. 

“Then I work out a 
treatment strategy to find 
out what’s best for the 
client. Most people find 
they don’t need to come 
after then first visit be¬ 
cause most find out the 
problem in that one visit. 
But it’s very much condi¬ 
tion specific.” 

Of course some symp¬ 
toms are harder to pin¬ 
point. It is then Abbigail 
will either refer the pa¬ 
tients to other health care 
professionals or seek 
guidance from her father 
Edward Jackson. 

Having retired 10- 
years-ago, Abbigail’s fa¬ 
ther now acts as a 
consultant after a 40 year 
career as an osteopath, 
which he started after 
leaving the Royal Navy 
at the end of World War 
II. 

“I’m very proud of my 
daughter, she’s very 
clever,” Edward said, 
adding: “Now and again 
she asks a couple of 
questions, but of course 
now at my age I’ve for¬ 
gotten more than I re¬ 
member. 

“I got quite a reputation 



in Weymouth, people 
were coming to me for 
years and years and then 
they brought their chil¬ 
dren along.” 

Just like his daughter, 
Edward said the best part 
of his job was helping 
people. 

“I’ve had a happy life 
helping lots of people,” 
he said. “I’ve got a lot of 
pleasure helping people, 
an awful lot of pleasure.” 

He said he saw compli¬ 
mentary therapy as an¬ 
other arm of orthodox 
medicine, adding: “both 
medicines should pull to¬ 
gether, I’ve always felt 
this. One should help the 
other out. If I cannot help 
out I would recommend 
someone goes to a GP to 
get help.” 

It is easy to see when 
speaking to them both 
that a certain amount of 
Edward’s philosophy on 
medicine has rubbed off 
on his daughter. The pair 


even visited China to¬ 
gether to study the art of 
Acupuncture, some¬ 
thing Edward had been 
interested since he left 
the navy. 

And as father and 
daughter worked and 
learnt side by side so 
does mother and daugh¬ 
ter, with Jessica Fortune 
joining the family career 
path to start her own 
business offering mas¬ 
sages, Indian head mas¬ 
sage and reflexology 
after studying Swedish 
massage alongside her 
mother at Weymouth 
College. 

A former Dorchester 
County Hospital agency 
nurse, Jessica has only 
recently got involved 
with alternative medi¬ 
cine. 

She said: “It’s just an 
alternative to standard 
medicine I suppose. The 
massage is a great stress 
reliever. 


“I find it interesting, 
making a difference to 
people from all walks of 
life.” 

And so it’s just another 
member of the family 
finding simple joy in the 
complex world of re¬ 
lieving peoples stresses 
and strains. 

Abbigail sums up the 
process and delight of 
the continuing family 
career thread by saying: 
“Years ago if your father 
was a shoe maker you 
would be in the family 
business, but now days 
people really don’t tend 
to carry on, but I think 
the knowledge and 
skills that I’ve had 
passed on to me and 
what I can pass on to my 
daughter is just wonder¬ 
ful, it’s just wonderful 
that that knowledge can 
go on.”

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"Common Law Marriage" is an expression 
often heard in Dorset and elsewhere 


T here is a generally accepted view that if people live 
together for a certain period of time (usually 6 
months or 2 years) that relationship becomes a 
"Common Law Marriage" which confers all the benefits of 
a "Real" marriage. This is not correct, no matter how long 
people live with their partner, if they do not marry then 
there is no marriage, common law or otherwise. This can 
have a big impact in the event of separation. 

If the couple are married then on divorce the starting 
point for the division of assets, including the shared home, 
is 50% no matter whether the home is held in the parties 
joint names or just one party's name. However, if the par¬ 


ties are not married and the property is held in one party's 
name the other party may struggle to receive anything 
from the property even if they have contributed financially 
throughout the relationship. Various cases have been be¬ 
fore the court and where one party, usually the woman, 
has been unable to prove that she has contributed towards 
the mortgage she has been rendered homeless once the 
children, if any, no longer require care. To avoid this situa¬ 
tion it would be wise for anybody considering living with 
another to have a cohabitation agreement drawn up and 
Blackburn & Co are able to help with this.

A NEW survey by RoadPilot has 
found that nearly half of UK mo¬ 
torists claim to have reduced their 
average speed in the past 12 
months, with concerns over rising 
fuel costs - rather than the presence 
of speed cameras and other traffic 
enforcement measures - cited as 
the main reason for the change.

"The cost of filling up seems to be 
a more effective deterrent to speed¬ 
ing for most drivers than the possi¬ 
ble risk of incurring a speeding fine," 


commented James Flynn OBE, CEO 
of RoadPilot. "Driving remains an es¬ 
sential part of life for many people 
in the UK, but clearly motorists are 
feeling the pinch at present and are 
doing whatever they can to reduce 
their monthly outgoings.

A SUPERB victory over league leaders 
Braintree Town was soured by a dreadful 
display by the match officials and some 
shameful playacting by the visitors which 
saw the dismissal of both Steve Devlin and 
substitute Harry Nodwell, who was warm¬ 
ing up on the touchline. 

Braintree,'The Iron', came to The Avenue 
Stadium having won eight of their eleven 
Blue Square Bet South matches this cam¬ 
paign having only conceded four goals this 
campaign, none of them away from home. 
However it was Dorchester who looked like 
the table toppers, and such was their dom¬ 
ination that keeper Simon Evans only had 
one save to make. 

With just 14 fit players in the squad, man¬ 
ager Ashley Vickers was forced to name 
himself among the substitutes which also 
included under-18 captain Connor Flood. 

There were worried looks on the home 
bench therefore when skipper Scott Guyett 
fell to the ground in the first minute after a 
clash with Irons David Bryant. Fortunately 
after treatment he recovered to play a 
major part in the Magpies third victory in 
their last four league games which has 
reaped ten points. 

Danny Ings was a thorn in the Irons side 
all the match with his speed and trickery, 
and he set up Ryan Moss in the seventh 
minute for a shot from 25 yards that went 
wide of the left hand post. 

Unfortunately the game was spoilt by the 
performance of the referee Charles Break- 
spear whose inconsistency and poor deci¬ 
sion making ruined the game as a 
spectacle and only fuelled frustration in the 
players. 

Having twice spoken to Devlin in the first 
ten minutes for alleged fouls on the much 
taller Adam Bailey-Dennis who collapsed to 
the ground having been beaten fairly in the 
air, he booked MarkJermyn fora foul in the 
tenth minute. 

Soon after Braintree missed their one 
good chance in the match to score, when 
Kenny Davis failed to get a clean header on 
Nicky Symons' curling cross and the ball 
went wide of the far post. 

It didn't take long for the Magpies to find 
the target however when Kyle Critchell put 
them ahead on 14 minutes with a powerful 
near post header from Nick Crittenden's 
corner; the first goal Braintree had con¬ 
ceded away from home. 

Ings was the next player in the ref's book 
when he tangled with Symons who lunged 
at the ball, but escaped a caution. 

Crittenden, who appears to have finally 
shaken off his ankle injury gave a vintage 
display and was unlucky when on the half 
hour he cut between two defenders in a 
dazzling run but his cross was hacked clear. 

Critchell almost got a second in first half 
added time when his deft back header 
from Devlin's free-kick was brilliantly 
palmed away by Irons keeper Nathan Mc¬ 
Donald. 

Bailey-Dennis became the first visitor into 
Mr Breakspear's book three minutes after 
the resumption for a foul on Crittenden, 
and then remarkably turned down Brain¬ 
tree's claim for a penalty when Critchell ap¬ 
peared to bring down Jai Reason as he 
turned the defender. However he booked 
Critchell and Irons skipper Mark Jones in 
the ensuing argument. 

Evans was called on to make his one save 
on 52 minutes when he was forced to palm 
away Sam Lechmere's fierce, speculative 
35-yard drive. 

When Symons became the sixth player 
booked for a foul on Devlin, Jermyn was 
just wide with a volley after Martin's result¬ 
ant free kick was headed out to him. 

Ings almost sneaked a second for Dorch¬ 
ester when he outran the ponderous Matt 
Payne but his shot from an acute angle was 


scrambled behind for a corner by McDon¬ 
ald. From the resultant flag kick Jamie Glee- 
son's goalbound shot was blocked. 

At the other end Martin had to hook the 
ball away in a rare Iron's raid on goal as the 
match entered its final quarter. 

Nathan Walker who grows in stature each 
week playing alongside Guyett, then hit 
the side netting with a shot from an acute 
angle at the far post from Crittenden's cor¬ 
ner. 

With just six minutes left, the referee pro¬ 
duced his first red card, dismissing Devlin 
as Paine once more collapsed as if shot 
when they clashed. Certainly it was a yel¬ 
low, but it appeared Mr Breakspear had 
marked Devlin's card from those opening 
moments. 

Braintree tried to step up the pace as they 
looked to salvage something from the 
game. Martin was lucky not to help them 
with a miscued clearance that fortunately 
cleared the bar. 

Moss who had taken more than his fair 
share of knocks without getting justice as 
he superbly led the line, was then booked 
for an innocuous foul, before Nodwell was 
dismissed for an alleged remark to the refs 
assistant as he warmed up on the touch- 
line.

Obituary 

BILL HOBBS 1925-2010 

ONE OF the best, and in many people’s eyes, the best 
goalkeeper to have ever played for Bridport, sadly died 
recently. 

Bill Hobbs who was 85 years old died on October 14th 
after a short illness. 

Bill was born on March 11th 1925 in Allington, Brid¬ 
port and attended the local school. 

By the age of thirteen he was up at 6am preparing the 
horses to pull the cart for his grandfather s coal business 
managed by his father. 

Already a talented goalkeeper he was chosen to repre¬ 
sent West Dorset Schools UN’s who lost 10-0 to 
Southampton in the English Schools Trophy. However 
despite such a heavy defeat Bill impressed the selectors 
with an excellent performance and was chosen the fol¬ 
lowing week to represent the county side. 

He worked for his father Arthur when he left school at 
fourteen, but when he died shortly after the business was 
taken over by Ralls Transport, for whom he continued to 
drive. 

He enlisted and joined the RAF in the Second World 
War where in 1943 he met a land girl, Gladys Gibbons 
from Willenhall, Wolverhampton, near RAF Cardington 
where he was based. 

Despite being posted to Germany, Bill was still able to 
play football, and was a member of H2 Group, playing 
alongside Bernard Joy who played for Arsenal and was 
the last amateur to play for England, to enlist 

In 1946 he was demobbed and immediately joined the 
Dorset Police Force. He also married Gladys and they 
settled in Bridport. They had two children, Stuart born 
in 1948 and a daughter Julie, five years later. 

Disillusioned by the police, he left after two years and 
returned to lorry driving, initially with Woolaways and 
then Bradfords, before joining Burt, Boulton and Hay¬ 
wood in 1955, with whom he was employed with for 35 
years until his retirement as yard foreman in 1990. 

Bill drove one of the first articulated lorries seen in 
Bridport, and he perfected his skills to such a level that 
he won the South- West area trials ofLorry Driver of the 
Year sponsored by the News of the World in 1961 and 
represented the area in the regional finals. 

Back in Bridport after the war he continued his football 
career, and made his debut for Bridport s first team at 
the beginning of the 1947-48 campaign, playing for them 
for 12 seasons, as well as continuing to keep goal for 
Dorset. 

Bill was a tall man with huge hands, and was well 
known for wearing his trademark flat cap in goal. His 
son Stuart followed in his father s footsteps, playing in 
goal for Bridport in the 1960’s, and carried on the tra¬ 
dition by wearing Bill s cap in the early part of his career. 

Among Bill s highlights was representing a Dorset Se¬ 
lect’ team that played Trinidad at Weymouth in 1953, 
where he and another player from Hamworthy were the 
only two amateurs in a team of professionals. 

He also kept goal for Bridport when they entertained 
Chelsea at the old Crown Ground in front of3,000 spec¬ 
tators in a match the First Division side won 4-1, and 
also played against the great Wilf Mannion who was 
making his debut for Poole Town in 1955 after an illus¬ 
trious career with Middlesbrough and England. 

A fearless keeper, his son Stuart said: “I have a recol¬ 
lection of dad playing in a cup final at Blandford against 
Swanage where he saved a penalty but was knocked out 
by the forward following up as he dived to block his 
shot. ” 

Football was not Bill s only passion, although it con¬ 
sumed a lot of his time. His hobbies included breeding 
canaries and budgies and he also liked gardening. He 
was also a keen skittler and was maybe the last member 
of the original Crazy Gang. He also played for the Alli¬ 
gators. 

Bill Hobbs was well respected, and will be remembered 
by so many as a polite, unassuming gentleman as well 
as a great goalkeeper. 

He leaves a widow Gladys, and children Stuart and 
Julie. His funeral was held last Monday (25th) at St John 
the Baptist’s Church, Symondsbury.
